Washington, Feb. 26.—Some of the 


officials of the administration have been 


j looking up the subject of indemnities 
j so as to lay the foundation of a case 
! In the event it should be decided to re- 


I sort to that method 
of settlement. 


While none of the cases shows the fear- 
ful loss of life sustained by the Maine 


: cpliision, yet they include many in- 
| stances in which the United States has 
: adopted energetic measures to redress 


the killing of 
American 
citizens in 


foreign countries. 
in a general way 


these methods of redress have Included 
demands for indemnity, proclamations 
excluding warships of the offending na- 
tions from our harbors, display of force, 
non-intercourse, withdrawal of our min- 
isters, reprisal and blockade. 
Some of 


these steps border very close on war, al- 
though they are regarded as the move- 
ments just preliminary to actual hos- 
tilities and as amounting to a threat that 
force will follow if reparation is not 
made. 


The case of the Water Witch is con- 


sidered to be the most analagous to 
that of the Maine, should It be estab- 
lished that the disaster was not the re- 
sult of accident. 
The Water Witch was 


a United States ship engaged in ISii 
In surveying the entrance to a rivar of 
Paraguay. 
Without warning and by 


order of President Lopez of Paraguay, 
troops opened fire on the Water Witch, 
killing the man at the helm and wound- 
Ing others. 
Intense, feeling was ar- 


roused In the United States when tjie 
fact became known. 
The president re- 


ported the facts to congress and in his 
message asked authority to make a dem- 
onstration of force which would ensure 
suitable redress. 
Congress authorized 


him to "use such force as is necessary' 
to secure ample reparation. Accordingly 
an armed fleet was hastily assembled 
The expedition included 19 armed ships 
25 heavy guns, 2500 sailors and marines 


! It made a formidable showing in the 


South American waters, and President 
Lopez's government was awed at once 
into subjection. 
The American com- 


missioners and naval officers were re- 
ceived at Ascension with much honor 
and every reparation within the power 
of the republic was given. 
This in- 


cluded an abject apology, a sweeping 
disavowal and $10,000 for the sufferers 
from the outrage. 
When the facts 


of the expedition were reported to con- 
gress, the president stated that the dis- 
patch of this fleet had had a salutary 
influence throughout the world, and had 
convinced foreign 
nations 
that the 


United States would protect the lives of 
Us citizens with all the force at its 
command.

ington assisted by Captain Stevens and 
:he officers picked up over a score of 
the crew and several officers.

.ve had 28 officers and about 30 of the 
crew on board the City of AVashington, 
which had been transformed into a 
temporary hospital. 
Sheets and linen 


fall kinds were torn Into strips and used 
as bandages. 
All the passengers lent 


a hand in succoring the wounded, who 
jore their hurts with wonderful stoicism. 
Many of them were terribly mangled, 
and one or two died as they were being 
carried on board the City of Washing- 
ton. 


"'None of the passengers on the City 


of Washington would have dared to 
cave the ship that night even had he 
been permitted to do so. 
The greatest 


disorder seemed to prevail on the shore, 
Rnd from the ship we could hear and see 
that everything was in a chaotic state 
on land.
